KLEINWORTS MAY NOT 
TAKE UP REST OF BONDS 


City Must go Slow on its Expendi- 
ture For Remainder of This 
Year 


While not caring to go so far as to 
say that EFamonton will be very ser- 
lously affected by the tightsring up 
of the London money bags, ewing to 
the rencwal of war in the Balkans, 
Mayor Short !ast night, when asked 
as to the exact situation insofar as 
it affects this city, made the follow- 
ing statement: 

The Mayor's Statement, 

“The renewal of war in the Balkans 
will stil, further complicate the mon- 
ey situation. Every Canadian munici- 
paiity whieh goes to the Britith mar- 


ket for funds to carry on improve- 
ments will feel the results. There is 
no doubt that our civie authorities 


are considering eventualities in this 
respect. Edmenton’s sgreement with 
Kleinworts called for the proceeds of 
the debentures to be paid in Iinstal- 
ments, not all of which have yet been 
met. it may be necessary for the city 
to retrench and even to cut down 
som? of the proposed expenditures, To 
what extent this will be necerrary 
will depend upon a careful revisien of 
ths current programme.” 
Other Cities Facing Situation, 

This is-a situavien that Is facing 
many Canadian civic authorities to- 
day, and It may mean that there is a 
possibility of Kleinworts, the London 
bankers, who purchased the = entire 
1913 debenture issue of Edmon'on 
trying to suspend payment of the 
remaining money due the city. Al- 
ready the company have paid some 
$6,200,0¢0 out of the ten mitiion odd 
dollars represented by this year's is- 
sue. It is understood, however, that 
there is a ‘war’ ciause in agreements 
of sale of municipal debentures where- 
by the bankers might claim relief 
from the responsibility of fulfilling 
their undertakings in case of war 
breaking out. That Kletnworts may 
try to take advantage of this clause, is 
indicated by a cablegram received by 
Mayor Short on Saturday, in which 
i was stated that war between the 
Balkan States had been declared, and 
that the city should take proper heed 
of that fact, 

If it develops that Kleinworts will 
not pay the remainder of the ten mil- 
lions due the city, it may be necessary 
for Edmonton to issue treasury notes 
for enough money to carry on con- 
struction work, the notes to cover such 
period as the war is in progress,
